tared by surprise—ouo by Ethnn Alien, the 
other by Both Warner. Congress still aimed 
at conciliation. 
New England alone '

time was rapidly approaching when but one 
opinion would prevail. 
An American army 


of some sixteen thousand men was encamped 
on Jamaica Plains, and 
daily receiving 


accessions. 
About one thousand men of 


tho llhode Island "army of observation,1' 
with the United Train of Artillery, having 
their four field-pieces, and a siege battery 
of twelve, eighteen and twenty-four pound- 
ers had marched to the scone of action 
before tho 1st of June. 


Collision between tho royal forces aud the 


people were frequent; such an affair oc- 
curred nt Newport nt this time, but without 
serious result. Tho committee'of inspection 
were active iu enforcing the terms of the 
American Association. In Providence they 
visited the stores to see that no goods were 
Boltl at enhanced prices, find a little later

,imo.

ADVENTURE AT NiAG-

The people who crossed thu East river at 


New York on tho ico, Friday and Saturday, 
practically took their lives in their hands; 
but oven their peril was much less than that 
of a party who crossed Niagara last week, 
whoso experience is thus narralcd: 


-During Iho very cold weather of last Win- 


ter ico formed across tho river nearly all tho 
way from the Falls lo Buffalo. 


One morning a number of persons gath- 


ered in Prospect park to sec tho ico for- 
mations, which were magnificent and bril- 
liant boyoud description. 
Tho spray had 


frozen on the twigs and branches of Iho 
trees BO that they formed almosl a mass of 
powdored crystals, branches occasionally 
breaking with Iho weight. 
Charles Bior- 


sladt was thero on tho lookout for views 
for piclurcs. Ho could of course, point out 
the finest, 
A friend ntlached himself lo 


him for Iho purpose of getting in the best 
position to appreciale the wonderful scene. 
Ho soon led tho way down tho forry stairs 
to tho foot of tho American fall. Hero 
Iho ice mounds 
were 
piled 
half-way 


up the fall.

fall tho bridge had formed across the river.

A LONO BALLOON VOYAGE.—The longest 


balloon voyage ever mado has just been nc- 
coulplished by some members of Iho French 
Aorial Navigalion Society,who have resolved 
to undertake a Bcriea of night ascents for 
tho purpose of Ericotroscopic and electrical 
observations. Tho balloon, which was called 
mo 2eimij, contained nvo jmssuiigcio, nuil 
started from Paris, descending near rior- 
dcnui in 28 hours. 
Several valuable dis- 


coveries wore made during tho trip. Tho 
neronauls mot with currents of air in differ- 
out directions when sailing over tho Landcs. 
In tho higher regions a hot wind directed 
thorn lo tho ocean, and lower down, al HiO 
metres (about ."00 feet) 
from tho earth, a 


cool breozo took them inland. 
During. 


Iho night a clear moon enabled (hem to sco 
tho earth, nnd about ."> A. 51. tho moon was 
encircled by a splendid cruciform halo. Tho 
balloon crossed the river Giroudo in 3:> 
minutes, and four pigeons wcro despatched, 
none of which, however, havo yet reached 
homo. 
Tho lowest temperature experienced 


was four degrees below zero (cent.) during 
the night. Anent balloons tho cost of ono 
in Franco appears lo bo about f.'OO. The 
silk for tho upper part of tho balloon is 
worth 2s. 4d. per yard, and thai for the 
lower portion, which must bo considerably 
stronger, as it has to hold the weight of tho 
car and tho ropes, about 2s. fid. p. yard.
